The yellow fever, after having had its own very dig-
agreeable way for Lwo months, now appenrs be
fmduu]]y decregsing. It may be that this decrease
4 owing efther to the experience acquired by physi-
cians in the treatment of the disease or to the almost
depopulated state of Lima and Callao. A general
exodus has been taking place during this mouth, and
the tide moves always to -the watering places and
suburban villages. HBut the people here who are
ranu[y sincere w1 their reifgious Delief, though not
particularly well informed concerning it, Jdo not at-
tribute the gradual disappearance of the epidemie to
the causes above mentioned, Durlag the past fort-
night pablic prayers and processions have been ve
general, and the latter very largely attended, wit
the object of lmFmrmg the merey of Heaven, and
the diminution of the malady I8, according to the
ﬁnpula.r voice, due to these plous offices, There

no doubt that wvery sincere petitions have
been offeéred up, and the people Armly and
slucerely believe In  thelr eMcacy. When

such ideas are heartfelt there i no reagon to condemn
them, but every rea=on to greatly appiaud and ad-
mire them. Foreigners have lately been the princl-
pal vietims, and, as was mentioned in my last com-
munication, the apprebension felt by that class of
persons has greatly improved their habits, and 1t s
to be desired that the apprehension uught survive its
cause,

There are very few joint stock companies in Pern
and no fluctuations in gold; henee in Lima all of the
exoltemment and bosiness activity attendant on a
stockbroking exchange is entirely wanting.
